I  would,  first  of  all,  to  remind  everyone  that  the  1967 
convention  will  be  held  in  Lincoln  on  May  27  and  28.  As  you 
all  know,  1967  is  the  Nebraska  Centennial  year  so  all  efforts 
will  be  made  to  make  this  the  biggest  and  best  yet  with  all 
promotional  efforts  tied  to  the  centennial  theme.  We  were 
fortunate  this  year  in  obtaining  the  Cornhusker  Hotel  for  the 
year,  as  many  will  realize  this  always  has  been  our  goal,  but 
tor  one  reason  or  another  it  has  never  worked  out.  A  limit 
of  25  bourse  dealers  will  be  permitted  under  the  new  constit¬ 
utional  ammendment ,  with  the  bourse  fee  established  at  $25.00. 
(the  same  ammendement  set  the  fees  for  Omaha  at  $30.00  and 
the  balance  of  the  state  at  $20.00  with  the  total  number  of 
exceed  one  table  per  each  one  dollar  charged.)

CAR  TOKENS

Transportation  tokens  are  being  collected  by  more  and 
more  people  every  day,  and  for  many  good  reasons.  They 
offer  an  interesting  diversion  ith  a  variety  of  types  and 
histories.  Another  point  in  their  favor  is  ^their,  price , 
which  in  many  cases  is  very  inexpensive.  Although  some 
tokens  are  very  scarce,  and  are  rather  highT  in,  cost  there 
are  no  specific  sets  to  fill  as  with  coins  where  the  high 
priced  tokens  would  be  needed.  '  -  , 

While  many  people  collect  these  tokens,  few  realize 
the  history  and  many  interesting  stories  behind  them.  An 
example  is  the  story  of  the  first  horse  drawn  -trolley  or 
street  car  which  was  nearly  a  flop  bn  its  maiden  run. ■  John 
Mason  the  prominent  New  York  banker  conceived  the  idea  of 
"coaches  mounted  on  iron  wheels 'and  drawn  by  horses  over 
iron  rails."  With  this  idea  and_ the  help  of  a  young  coach- 
maker  by  the  name  of  John  Stephenson,  the  world's  first 
street  car  line  was  constructed  in  1832.  These  first  cars 
resembled  stage  coaches  except  that  each  had  three  compart¬ 
ments  and  ran  on  flanged  iron  wheels'.  Each  compartment  was 
designed  to  accommodate  ten  persons,  though  not  unlike 
today,  when  the  line  was  in  actual  operation  the  compart¬ 
ments  held  as  many  passengers  as  could  fight  their  way  in, 
and  the  roof  was  usually  filled  too.  The- car  bodies  were 
of  wood,  and  leather  straps  provided  the  spring  suspension 
of  the  day  with  only  a  foot  brake  for  the  driver. 

Almost  a  mile  of  track  was  laid  on  Fourth  Avenue  of 
New  York  City  for  the  new  street  car  line.  The  tracks  were 
granite  blocks  groved  to  hold  the  flanges  of  the  car's 
wheels  and  the  wheel  treads  rode  on  an  inch-wide  iron  strap 
bolted  next  to  the  grove.  For  the  inauguaral  run,  the  city 
councilmen  boarded  the  first  car  and  the  officers  of  the 
railroad  boarded  th’  second  car.  As  a  saftey  demonstration, 
both  cars  were  to  stop  at  a  signal.  Whips  cracked  and  the 
two  cars  were  soon  rumbling  along  at  about  ten  miles  an 
hour.  At  the  signal  to  stop,  lead  driver  Lank  O'Dell  reined 
in  his  dappled  grays  and  hit  the  brake,  but  the  rattled  driver 
of  the  second  car  merely  cried  "whoa."  The  horses  alone 
could'nt  stop  the  heavy  car  and  the  center  pole  pierced  the 
rear  of  the  leading  vehicle,  ruffling  the  local  dignitaries. 
The  resulting  confusion  gave  the  amused  spectators  a  view  of 
their  city  government  in  action.  Hoots  and  laughter  from 
delighted  throngs  of  on  lookers  filled  the  chilly  November 
air  as  top-hatted  and  bearded  councilmen  scrambled  frantic¬ 
ally  out  of  the  six  doors  of  the  oddly-shapped  carriage. 

Ne ver-the -less  this  attempt  to  solve  the  perpetual 
problem  of  city  transit  was  hailed  by  Mayor  Wal-ter  Browne 
as  "the  greatest  achievement  of  man."  John  Stephenson 
wento  on  to  become  the  world's  foremost  builder  of  horse 
cars.  His  cars  were  common  in  the  cities  of  Europe, 

South  America,  China  and  Japan  as  well  as  North  America. 

His  success  was  attributable  to  his  flair  for  design, 
technical  improvements  and  honest  craftmanship .  He  held 
many  patents  including  one  signed  by  President  Jackson 
and  his  cabinet.  He  also  designed  the  first  car  token. 
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The  horse  car  became  a  thing  of  the  past  after  World 
War  I,  but  the  long  suffering  transit  passengers  and  their 
tokens  are  still  with  us  in  ever  inci^easing  numbers. 
Although  a  great  number  of  suggestions  have  been  offered 
to  do  away  with  the  car  token,  it  will  most  likely  be 
with  us  for  some  time  to  come.

She  is  Mrs.  Vivian  M.  Cooper,  who 
served  the  club  as  Secretary  last  year  and  who  holds  the 
distinction  of  being  the  only  woman  to  ever  hold  any  office 
in  the  club.  Mrs.  Cooper  took  office  at  the  May  meeting 
along  with  other  newly-elected  officers;  Johnny  M.  Rogers, 
Vice-President,  Allen  Schrock,  Secretary,  and  Gene  Mueller, 
Treasurer. 

The  June  meeting  of  the  club  was  held  at  Boy's  Town's 
Philamatic  Center.  During  the  meeting  a  plaque  was  awarded 
to  the  immediate  past  president,  Mr.  Leonard  Owen.  Mrs. 
Cooper  appointed  the  following  officers:  Wayne  Ropp,  Sgt.- 
st-Arms,  and  Paul  Laub,  Historial  director.  After  the  meet¬ 
ing  members  and  guests  toured  the  Philamatic  Center  which 
houses  a  vast  collection  of  stamps  and  currencies.

The  1654  Indian  gold  200-mohur  ($1400)  coin  of  the  Moghul 
emperor  Shah  Jehan  (1628-58)  is  the  highest  denomination  coin 
and  that  of  the  greatest  intrinsic  worth  ever  struck.  It  weigh¬ 
ed  33,600  grains  (70  oz.  troy)  and  hence  had  an  intrinsic  worth 
of  about  $2,500.  The  only  known  example  disappeared  in  Patma, 
India  about  1820,  but  a  plaster-cast  of  this  5  3/8-inch  diameter 
coin  exists  in  the  British  Museum  in  London.

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  familiarize  the 
collector  of  today  with  an  old  but  interesting  phase  of 
numismatics.  However,  one  cannot  tell  the  story  of  Bryan 
Money  without  mentioning,  though  briefly,  the  achievements 
and  disappointments  in  the  life  of  William  Jennings  Bryan. 

I  will  deal  in  recorded  facts  only.  This  story  is 
not  intended  to  make  a  hero  of  Mr.  Bryan  nor  to  explain 
the  many  complex  problems  which  made  him  the  defender  of 
bimetallism,  when  he  was  assured  of  fame  and  fortune  had 
he  taken  up  the  cause  c f  monometallism.  William  Jennings 
Bryan  was  born  near  Salem,  Illinois,  March  19,  1860.  He 
graduated  from  Illinois  College  in  June  of  1881  and  from 
Union  College  of  Law  at  Chicago  on  June  1883,  moving  to 
Lincoln,  Nebraska  in  June  of  1887.  Thus,  William  Jennings 
Bryan,  a  Democrat,  had  moved  to  the  stronghold  of  the 
Nebraska  Republican  party,  for  no  other  reason  than  he 
had  been  "captivated  by  this  little  city."  Mr.  Bryan  was 
well  liked  in  the  community  and  was  soon  beseiged  by 
invitations  to  address  literary  societies,  college  Assoc¬ 
iations,  town  meetings  and  political  gatherings.  It 
was'nt  long  before  his  reputation  spread  over  the  entire 
state  of  Nebraska.  He  was  equally  popular. in  his  own 
locality,  with  both  Democrats  and  Republicans  and  was 
described  as  a  "good  neighbor."  One  of  the  things  that 
really  bothered  him,  and  still  remains  true  today,  was 
that  many  of  his  Republican  friends  thought  and  believed 
as  he  did,  yet  voted  a  straight  Republican  ticket,  because, 
at  that  time  the  Republicans  represented  the  "haves"  and 
the  Democrats,  the  "have  nots,"  and  therefore  they  sac¬ 
rificed  their  principals  to  retain  their  status.  He  was 
elected  to  Congress  in  1890,  running  for  President  in  1896, 

1900  and  1908.  He  served  as  Secretary  of  State  under  Pres¬ 
ident  Woodrow  Wilson  and  was  one  of  the  prosecuting 
attorneys  for  the  now  famous  "Scopes  Trial." 

He  was  known  as  a  great  orator  and  politician  being 
called  The  Peerless  Leader,  The  Boy  Orator  of  the  Platte, 

The  Silver  Knight  of  the  West,  Nebraska's  Young  Man  Elo¬ 
quent,  The  Silver  Tongued  Orator  and  the  Great  Commoner. 

His  first  home  in  Lincoln,  which  still  stands,  was  at 
1625  "D"  Street.*  When  Mr.  Bryan  remodeled  this  home  he  6 

built  a  fireplace  with  a  tile  "facing",  in  which  pictures 
of  his  children  were  shown.  This  fireplace  is  still  in  CONTINUED 


the  home  and  the  tile  with  the  pictures  is  carefully  pre¬ 
served.  He  then  moved  to  the  historic  "Fairview,"  near 
Lincoln,  which  is,  at  the  present  time,  being  restored  by 
the  Ladies  Junior  League  of  Lincoln  and  the  Nebraska  State 
Historical  Society.  He  was  the  owner  and  editor  of  "The 
Commoner,"  a  weekly  publication,  located  at  324-330  South 
12th  Street*  and  later  at  the  207  Press  Building  at  1234 
"N"  Street.  Most  of  the  issues  he  advocated  have  since 
been  passed  into  law;  the  income  tax,  direct  election  of 
Sen'.tors,  Prohibition  and  Women's  Suffrage.  "It  was  always 
the  other  cantidate  that  won  the  presidency,  so  it  was 
always  someone  else  who  put  the  measure  over.  William 
Jennings  Bryan  never  received  his  fair  share  of  the  credit." 

He  was  a  lover  of  peace  but  he  was  not  a  pacifist.  He 
believed  that  war  violated  all  Christian  teachings,  but 
offered  to  serve  his  country  as  a  soldier  and  in  spite  of 
all  his  pacifist  activities,  he  was  never  rightfully 
accused  of  cowardice.  William  Jennings  Bryan  passed  away 
in  his  sleep  on  July  25,  1925  of  a  heart  ailment  aggravated 
by  a  diabetic  condition.  He  has  carved  a  niche  in  American 
history  as  one  of  the  most  eloquent  men  of  his  time ,  a 
great  politician  and  the  champion  of  the  "common  man." 

In  1893,  while  opposing  the  repeal  of  the  Sherman  Act, 

Mr.  Bryan  had  his  first  chance  to  speak  for  the  free  coinage  • 
of  silver.  The  Sherman  Act,  in  part,  directed  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  to  purchase  4,500,000  ounces  of  silver  bull¬ 
ion,  or  so  much  thereof  as  might  be  offered  each  month,  at 
the  market  price  thereof — to  coin  2,000,000  ounces  each 
month  into  silver  dollars — to  maintain  the  two  metals  on  a 
parity  with  each  other  upon  the  legal  ratio,  or  such  ratio 
as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

This,  then  would  legislate  the  price  of  silver  and 
ignore  the  law  of  commerce,  which  had,  because  of  three 
major  factors,  caused  the  decline  of  said  silver;  1)  decrease 
in  the  commercial  demand  of  silver,  2)  increased  production 
of  silver,  and  3)  Germany's  going  on  the  gold  stamdard,  had 
sold  several  million  dollars  worth  of  silver  bullion,  which 
had  depressed  the  world  market.  So,  both  the  Democrats  and 
and  Republicans  split,  each  having  gold  and  silver  adherants. 
One  must,  to  fully  understand  the  silver  question,  go  back 
to  the  Acts  of  1834,  1853,  1873,  1875  and  the  Bland-Allisson 
Act  of  1878.  Time  and  space  does  not,  however,  permit  me 
to  go  into  further  detail  except  to  note  that  the  gold  and 
silver  question  dates  back  for  over  two-hundr«d  years. 

In  Chicago,  at  the  Democratic  national  convention,  July 
8,  1896,  William  Jennings  Bryan  made  his  now  famous  "Cross 
of  Gold"  speech,  which  won  him  his  first  nomination  for  the 
President  of  the  United  States.  Thus,  we  finally  have  arr¬ 
ived  at  the  purpose  of  this  article;  the  study  of  Bryan 
Money.  In  the  next  issue  we  will  explore  the  comparative 
and  satirical  tokens.

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The  Pick-Congress  Hotel  in  downtown  Chicago  was  the  site 
of  this  year's  American  Numismatic  Association  convention. 

This  "Diamond  Anniversary"  convention  was  held  August  16 
through  the  20th  aid  commemorated  the  75th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  A.N.A.  by  Dr.  George  Heath  in  1891.  This 
year's  convention  was  very  well  attended  by  both  U.S.  collect¬ 
ors  and  visitors  from  abroad.  This  editor  kept  a  tally  card 
of  all  Nebraska  collectors  he  encountered  on  the  floor.  It 
appears  that  Omaha  was  represented  by  the  greatest  number  of 
visitors,  with  Lincoln  in  second  place.

We  apologize  for  missing  anyone  not  listed,  but  there  were 
over  10,000  persons  in  attendance  in  total.  As  usual,  John 
J.  Gabarron  did  an  excellent  job  in  his  capacities  as  Librar¬ 
ian  and  Sergeant-at-arms,  the  security  and  protection  were 
without  fault,  even  a  complete  sheet  of  $100,000  bill  was 
untouched.  Unfortuantely ,  the  night  before  the  convention 
started  the  vault  of  the  Pick-Congress  Hotel  was  robbed  by 
person  or  persons  unknown.  Removed  from  8  or  more  saftey 
deposit  boxes  was  over  $100,000  in  coins  and  paper  money 
belonging  to  P.N.G.  dealers  who  had  attended  a  convention  at 
the  hotel  the  previous  week.  The  theives  apparently  had 
access  to  both  the  main  vault  door  and  the  padlocks  on  the 
individual  boxes.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  several  years 
ago  this  same  vault  was  robbed  of  1.5  million  dollars  worth  of 
jewels,  none  of  which  have  ever  been  recovered. 


As  always,  many  other  numismatic  groups  took  advantage  of 
the  large  attendance  and  scheduled  their  annual  meetings  dur¬ 
ing  the  convention.  Among  these  were;  The  Society  of  Paper 
Money  Collectors,  Token  and  Medal  Society,  International  Order 
of  Wooden  Money  Collectors,  The  Ancient  Coin  Collectors  of 
America,  and  several  professional  numismatic  organizations. 


One  of  the  pleasures  of  attending  an  A.N.A.  convention  is 
the  opportunity  to  meet  and  talk  with  dealers  and  collectors 
who  have  been  known  only  through  the  mails.  It  was  my  distinct 
pleasure  to  meet  many  of  the  dealers  in  ancient  coins  such  as 
Frederick  S.  Knobloch,  Christian  Blom,  Joel  Malter,  Hans 
Schulman,  C.  H.  Wolfe  and  Mr.  Muealler  from  Spinks  in  London. 
And,  of  course,  many  new  friends  were  made  with  collectors 
from  all  parts  of  the  nation. 

A  story  of  the  convention  would  be  incomplete  without  a 
mention  of  the  coins  themselves.  The  bourse  area  was  a  sea 
of  silver  and  gold  and  most  series  were  bringing  top  prices. 
There  were  more  early  type  coins  and  currency  in  evidence 
than  any  other  A.N.A.  show  I  have  attended.  Recent  minor 
series  seemed  to  be  the  only  ones  still  suffering  greatly  from 
the  recent  market  drop.

This  beautifully  illustrated  book  is  subtitled;  Recov¬ 
ering  the  Riches  of  a  Lost  Spanish  Treasure  Fleet,  and  tells 
the  story  of  how,  over  250  years  ago  a  Spanish  treasure  fleet 
was  wrecked  on  the  Florida  reefs,  and  ten  richly  laden  vessels 
were  sunk.  Twenty  years  ago  Mr.  Wagner  and  several  others 
formed  the  Real  Eight  Company  and  after  countless  failures, 
recovered  countless  pieces  of  eight,  gold  doubloons  and  other 
micellaneous  treasures,  the  richest  sunken  treasure  ever 
recovered  in  the  new  world.  This  engrossing  true  story  of 
an  archeological  exploration  and  underwater  adventure  will  be 
of  great  interest  to  collectors  with  its  20  color  pages  and 
7  maps  and  diagrams.

Gould's  Guide  to  Gold  and  Silver  Coins  Maurice  Gould 

Amateur  numismatists  especially  will  be  interested  in 
this  September  publication.  In  the  guide  book  Mr.  Gould 
has  described  all  aspects  of  coin  collecting  and  gives  det¬ 
ailed  descriptions  of  the  history  and  value  of  many  foreign 
imd  American  coins.  Mr.  Gould  writes  a  syndicated  newspaper 
column,  "Coin  Roundup"  and  teaches  a  numismatic  course  at 
M.I.T.  The  Publisher,  Fleet  is  selling  the  book  for  $7.50 
which  should  do  a  great  deal  to  discourage  the  persons  to 
whom  he  has  addressed  the  book. 

Early  United  States  Half  Eagles  Walter  Breen 

The  latest  in  the  Hewitt  information  series  is  this 
detailed  book  on  early  half  eagles.  The  book  combines  a 
series  started  in  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  in  April  of  1965 
and  continued  through  the  Classic  heads  type  which  was  in 
use  between  August  1,  1834  and  December  31,  1838.  Breen 
lists  known  mintage  figures,  major  types  of  the  half  eagles 
known  for  each  date  of  issue,  and  varieties,  such  as  die 
breaks,  dates  punched  differently  or  other  miscues  noted. 
Owners  of  particularly  rare  specimens  are  listed  so  you  may 
find  your  name  in  print.  As  others  in  this  series  it  is 
priced  at  $1.00  and  may  be  secured  by  any  coin  dealer. 

Coins  of  the  World  1750-1850  William  Craig 

Craig's  new  work  immediately  precedes  the  famous  brown 
book  published  by  Whitman  which  generally  commences  with  the 
issues  of  1850.  The  last  book  on  this  subject  was  issued  in 
1947  by  Wayte  Raymond  and  is  now  greatly  outdated.  The  book 
itself  is  divided  into  two  parts  (like  Rome?);  "Coins  of  the 
Western  World"  and  "Coins  of  Africa  and  Asia."  All  coins  are 
priced  at  what  the  author  calls  "top  average"  which  should 
set  Mr.  Brown  and  Mr.  Dunn  to  scratching,  but  the  book  is 
already  hailed  as  the  companion  to  the  already  existing  bible 
on  foreign  coins,  the  brown  book  emd  is  still  an  exceptional 
buy  at  $6.00.  Local  dealers  report  this  is  one  of  the  hotest 
new  works  being  offered  at  any  price.  The  publisher,  as  might 
be  expected  is  Whitman.
